St. Petersburg, December 26.—Emperor 
Nicholas’ jong expected reform ukase 
was issued tonight. The document deals, 
under eight heads, with practically all 
the subjects brought to the emperor's 


ettention by the memorial of the con-! 


gress of zemstvos presidents held here 
last month, and, while not specifically 
pledging the government to carry out 
the Various’ reforms in their entirety, 
as demanded by the memorial, promises 
that each shall be referred to the coun- 
el! of ministers, with orders to report 
promptly on the fullest measures of re- 
lief which can be accorded on the vari- 
OUg subjects. 

One question not touched by the ukase 
is that of the constitutiona] assembly. 
Neither is the Jewish religion specifical- 
ly mentioned, though freedom for all.

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Plan To Hold for Minimum 
Price of Ten Cents 


Presidents of Bankers’ Associations 
of the Southern States Will Be 
Present at Meeting Sug- 
gested by W. 8S. Witham, 
of Atlanta. 


The cotton conference of bankers, in- 
surance men and others who figure in 
the plan for storing and holding cotton 
for a minimum price of 10 cents has 
been called to meet at the Piedmont 
hotel, in Atlanta, on January 24. 

The conference was called at the sug- 
gestion of W. 8S. Witham, the well- 
known financier who is president of 
forty-eight banks in as many Georgia 
cities. @aose who will attend the con- 
ference are the presidents and secre- 
taries of the state bankers’ associations 
of the several cotton growing states, 
representatives of the large fire insur- 
ance companies, prominent cotton ware- 
housemen and at least one representa- 
tive of the big New York security com- 
panies. 

The plan to be set on foot has for its 
object the establishment of a system 
whereby the major part of the south’s 
cotton crop can be stored on a uniform 
basig and loans made to the farmers 
on the cotton so stored be carried by 
southern banks, asSisted by eastern se- 
curity companies. 

The men who will attend the ap- 
proaching conference wits be experts in 
their several lines, and every feature of 
the gigantic scheme will be discussed 
and outlined in detail. Mr. Witham and 
many other acute financiers believe Uthat 
the plan is not only practical, but that 
the times render it really a neceSsity in 
order to wrest from speculators the con- 
trol of the cotton market, which should 
be as much as possible in the hands of 
those who produce the staple. 

The list of presidents of state asso- 
Ciations who will attend the conference 
is as follows:

Bankers’ Association. and D. M. Rey- 
mond, president of the Louisiana Bank- 
ers’ Association. 


Witham Wrote Letter. 


The first steps looking toward the con- 
ference were letters written py Mr. 
Witham. In response to the first he 
sent came gratifying responses indicat- 
ing that the interest of bankers in the 
cotton growling states could be easily 
aroused. The correspondence was kept 
,up and the call for the conference re- 
sulted. 

The first letter sent out by Mg. With- 
am read as follows, the once c¥ed hav- 
ing been sent to the president of the 
Texas Bamkers’ Association: 

Atlanta. Ga., November. 10, 1094.— 
President State Bankers’ Association. .— 
My Dear Sir: It occurs te me that the 
cotton growing states, through some plan 
devised by the bankers’ associations of 
those states, could create a system of 
warehouaing the cotton and secure ample 
money at a low rate of interest in the 
east upon the warehouse receipts with 
the papers properly fixed up, with the 
usual guarantee now given by companies 
on storage collateral. 

Could not a warehouse company be 
formed in your state end a like company 
in each other of the cotton states, for 
building or leasing the warehouses in 
many towns, covering the same with fire 
insurance and bonding the mamaigers of 
each warehouse, and thus give to the 
looal banks good collateral for judicious 
holding and marketing of the crop? 

Would it ®e agreeable to you to meet 
the presidents and secretaries of each of 
the bankers’ associaons of the southern 
states, in Atlanta, Ga., In January next, 
for the purpose of discussing a plan to 
enable the farmer to hold and market his 
cotton more advantageously? 

!. The southern banks, with some s- 
fistance from New York during the 
months of September, October, November 
and December, can carry enough of the 
cotton crop to ke@p up the price, and 
market the same as the demand for the 
staple required. 

2. It may be necessary to own, lease 
or otherwise control at least too good 
warehouses in each state. 

3. Under one contro] uniform charges 
could be made, aggregated security could 
be given a New York trust company, 
and. the money thus secured be deposited 
with the southern banks for this special 
use, taking demand notes secured py 
cotton. insured. The bagkers of Georgia 
can accomplish’ the work in this state, 
and the banks of Texag can carry out 
the plan in your state, and so with the 
other cotton growing ‘states. 

4. The objection urged is a farmer 
cannot afforg to hold his cotton and 
must sell to pay his debts. In answer to 
this: I will sg 4 that the farmer in the 
south is now in a better financial con- 
dition than ever before, and in the forty- 
eight ‘‘Witham banks" in Georgia more 
than two-thirds of the meeey on de- 
posit belongs to the farmers, as against 
all other professions and depositars. 

Again, if the farmer owes your wank 
$1,000, due in October, and cotton at 
that time is at a low price, you can 
take his cotton on a demand note, can- 
cel the first note and carry his paper 
and cotton on demand, provided there 
is concerted action on the part of all the 
banks and warehouses, organized and 
equipped to carry out the scheme. 

If we can get a farmer 10 cents for 
his cotton, the banks will be rewarded 
with a profitable interest and a very 
much larger deposit account all 
through the year than if the staple is 
sold for less. 

This is the first letter I have written 
on this subject, and would Iike to hava 
your views. 

First, can you come to Atlanta in Jan- 
vary to meet the officers of the bankers’ 
associations of the several states, and 
what date would be more convenient for 
you? 

Second, when you reply, kindly give 
me any suggestions you may have on 
the subject, and also please let me know 
if your state association is chartered. 

There are difficulties, but we can over- 
come them. 

I suggest that you confer with the 
secretaary of your state association.

Requisition Papers for Cassie's 
‘Husband Turned Down, 


Governot Odell Says the Papers Are 
Defective — When the Papers 
Are Amended They Will 
Be Considered by New 
York Governor, 
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Albany, N. Y., December 26.—Sheriff 
Barry, of Cleveland, O., who expects to 
@rrest Dr. Leroy F. Chedwick, husband 
of Mrs. Chadiwick, when he iands in 
New York, on the charge .of forging the 
name of Anirew Carnegie, met a check 
in his plans today when he failed to ob- 
tain from Governor Odell the requisition 
papers necessary tq permit the transpor- 
tation of Dr. Chadwick to Ohio for trial. 
He called at the executive chamber this 
morning, but was informed by Judge 
Joyce, the governor's pardon and requi- 
sition clerk, that his papers were derfec- 
tive in that they falled to prove that Dr. 
Chadwick was in the state of Ohio on 
March 5, 1903, when the alleged forgery 
was committed. Sheriff Barry decided 
not to try to correct his papers now, but 
to go on to New York and arrest Dr. 
Chadwick and arrange for his requisi- 
tion afterward. The Cleveland sheriff 
had telegraphed to the executive depart- 
ment here asking that his papers be pre- 
pared so that there might be no delay. 
Governor Odell at his home in New- 
burgh, gave authority to Mr. Joyce to 
deliver the desired warrant in case hte 
applicant’s papers were properly drawn 
up, 
When the sheriff learned that his proof 
wag defective there was at first some 
talk of his returning in person to Ohio 
for the purpose of getting the correc- 
tions. After further consultation with 
Judge Joyce he concluded to telegraph 
to have the necessary affidavits prepared 
and sent to him in New York. He said 
this was a purely formal matter, and 
that affidavits coula be promptly ob- 
tained showing that Dr. Chadwick was 
in Ohio on or about March 5, 1903. 

The Ohio sheriff left immediately after- 
ward for New York, where he will wait 
for Dr. Chadwick’s steamer, which is 
expected Wednesday. He will consult 
with New York city authorities regard- 
ing the best course of procedure. 

Governor Herrick Sv¥rprised. 

Cleveland, O., December 26.—Governot 
Herrick, who is at home for the holidays, 
upon reading the Albany dispatch said: 

“I am very much surprised at the ac- 
tion of the New York authorities in the 
matter. The requisition was issued only 
after a most complete investigation of 
the affidavits submitted by the officials 
of Cuyahoga county. I have no copy of 
the papers with me here, but my im- 
pression is that the date of the alleged 
crime was duly set forth."’ 

Upon a telegraphic request from Sher- 
iff Barry at Albany today, Prosecutor 
Keeler drew up an affidavit setting forth 
that the testimony had been addhticed 
under oath, before the grand jury tending 
to show that Leroy Chadwick was in 
this county on March 5, [903, upon which 
date the alleged crime was committed. 

‘This affidavit that I am sending to 
New York today,” said Prosecutor 
Keeler, “is simply a duplication of what 
fe contained in the indictment. I can 
fee no use in repeating it. but I shall 
not quibble technicalities. This affidavit 
will probably reach the New York exec- 
utive through Sheriff Barry by Wed- 
nesday morning.”’

DIES IN STRIPES 


O'Brien Who Originated Swindle 
|g Dead at Cayenne, 


Many Bold Gwindles Which Netted 
Thousands Are Credited to Him. 
Eaved from United States

Authorities by a

New York, December 26.—A report has 
reached this city’that Thomas O’Brien, 
the notorious confidence man and al- 
leged inventor of the gold brick swindle, 
is dead in the French penal settlement 
at Cayanne, where he had been serving 
a life sentence for the murder of his 
partner, “Kid’’ Waddell, in Paris in 1895. 
Several of O’Brien’s old friends in this 
city are said to have received the news 
direct from Cayenne. Several years ago 
it was reported that O’Brien had escaped 
from the penitentiary and was on his 
way to New York. The report never was 
confirmed, however, and the authorities 
never got sight of O’Brien. 

O’Brien’s career was a remarkable one. 
He was born fifty-three years ago in 
Chicago and aided by an attractive per- 
sonality, managed to make an enviable 
record. Many bold swindles running into 
the thousands were credited to his genius. 
In 1889 he jumped a bond of $6,000 and 
fled to Europe, was recaptured and sen- 
tenced to ten years in prison. 

A remarkable plot cénducted by a 
woman resiltedin his escape from a ho- 
tel in Utica, where he was in charge of a 
prison keeper. O’Brien caught a steamer 
here for Europe, reached Paris safely 
and remainéd there until he was arrested 
on the charge of killing Waddell, his 
partner. Money was spent lavishly in his 
defense, but failed to save his life sen- 
tence.

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PLAN FOR UNION 


A TT 


All Branches rf Be Drow 
Into One Organization, 


Plan Will Not Provide for Organic 
Union, but Will Afford a Basis 
for Cooperative Worx That 
Has Not Heretofore 

Existed. 


New York, December 26.—Officlal an- 
nouncement is expected this week of the 
details of the plan whereby it is hoped 
to bring all the religious bodies of the 
United States having a Presbyterian 
form of government into one organiza- 
tion which, while not providing organic 
union, shall afford a basis for coopera- 
tive work that has not existed. The 
plan provides for the organization of a 
federal council of the recognized church 
in the United States of America holding 
the Presbyterian system. , 

The plan of federation, if carried outf, 
would bring into one organization the 
2,000,000 or more members of Presby- 
terian and reformed churches, and will 
be made public this week in order that 
it may be thoroughly discussed, and may 
be acted upon in the synods and assem- 
blieg of the various bodies next spring. 
The aim is to Secure the approval of the 
various supreme judicfatories to the gen- 
eral plan and to have the commission 
continued and instructed to prepare a 
definite plan for adoption a year hence. 

It ds provided in the plan that the 
churches joining the federation shall 
preserve the individualities of their 
creeds, forms of government and wor- 
ship, and every right, power and juris- 
diction not specifically conferred on the 
federal council. Representation of the 
various churches in the council shall be 
regulated by the number of communi- 
cants in the affiliated bodies on the basis 
of four representatives for each 100,000 
communicants up to 300,000 and four ad- 
ditional representatives for each addi- 
tional 200,000 communicants. On this 
basis the Presbyterian church (North), 
with its 1,090,098 members would have 
24 representatives In the council. The 
(Presbyterian church (South), and the 
German Reformed churches would have 
eight representatives each, and of the 
other bddies officially represented at the 
Pittsburg meeting the Dutch Reformed 
Presbyterian general synod, the United 
Presbyterian and the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian would have four representatives 
each, making ir all a membership of 
fifty-six {in the council. 

Other Presbyterian bodfes believed 
likely to join include the Christian Re- 
formed, the Associate Reformed synod 
of the South, the Reformed Presbyterian 
church, synod and the Welsh Calvanis- 
tic, which would add four representatives 
‘each to the council. It is provided in 
the plan of federation that the council 
shall have power to deal with the dif- 
ferences which may arfse among the sev- 
eral ¢hurches of the federation in regard 
to matters within the jurisdiction of the 
council, which. the constituted agencies 
of the churches concerned have heen un- 
able to settle. and which shall, there- 
fore, be referred by the supreme judicia- 
tories of the church to the council,

Governor Says That the Pulajones 
Took Advantage of the Prevail- 
ing Monsoon To Attack 


Scouts—Steps Taken To

Washington, December 26.—Secretary 
Taft today received a report from "General 
Wright In response to his inquiry in re- 
gard to the recent uprising of the 
Pulajones, Dolores, Samar. Governor 
Wright’s message is as follows: 

‘‘Manila, December 26, 1904.—Secretary 
of, War, Washington. D. C.—With refer- 
ence to your telegram of 2Ist inst., I re- 


gret to say that General Corbin’s report 
of attack on and loss of detachments of 
scouts at Oras and Dolores is correct. 
Pulajones have of late left west and 
north sides of Samar and became active 
on east coast, which is practically with- 
out harbor and very difficult of access 
during prevalence of existing monsoon. 
Orders were given: some time since to 
Strengthen all detachments on the east 
coast, but unfortunately this was delayed 
by wreck and loss of coast guard boats 
carrying a hundred or more of th@"con- 
stabulary. The men were gaved, but the 
delay in sending another guardboat to 
the rescue resulted in leaving these small 
detachments at Oras and Dolores isolated 
and the consequent loss. All east coast 
stations have been heavily reinforced and 
we are stil] sending men in by my 
direction,

BRITISH SHIP 
GOES ASHORE 


Steamer Drumelzier Strikes 
Off Fire Island 
Bar. 


New York, December 26.—The British 
freighter Drumelzier, which sailed from 
New York yesterday for Havre, Dunkirk 
and Swansea, went ashore on a shoal] off 
the point of Fire island bar at 7 o’clock 
last night and had not been floated fhis 
afternoon. The crews of the Fire island 


and Oak island fire saving stations went 
to the assistance of the stranded steamer 
as soon as her predicament was discov- 


ered, about daylight today. The shoal on 


which she stranded is half a mile direct- 
ly west of the point of Fire tsland bar. 
The steamer appears to be a little lower 
at the bow than at the sterp,: 

Soon after the life savers boarded the 
steamer she displayed her private signals, 
from which her name was a&certained. 

The Drumelzier arrived tn New York 
from Baltimore Decémber 18. and took 
on board a general cargo for Havre and 
Swansea. She is commanded by Captain 
Nicholson and carries a crew of about 
thirty men. 

The Drumelzier is of 2,330 tons net, 343 
feet long, 44.7 feet beam, 18.5 feet depth, 
was built in Sunderland in 1895 and 1s 
owned by the Ostral Shipping Company, 
of Liverpool.

Washington, D. C., December 24, 1904. 
' Congressmman Livingston, as told 
previously in Constitution dispatches, 
is leading the demand for an investi- 
gation of the data on which the re- 
cent enormous government cotton 
crop estimate was based. A statis- 
tical guess which cost the farmers of 
the south millions of dollars and 
which had several similarly disas- 
trous precedents, must not go unchal- 
lenged by those who haye the south’s 
welfare so close at heart. Colonel 
Livingston’s crusade is directed at 
exposing the unreliability of the 
sources upon which the department 
depends for its monthly estimates, 
with the ultimate intention of either 
correcting the deficiencies or devis- 
ing a method whereby the cotton pro- 
ducers will not be forced to bear the 
fearful financial. brunt entailed by 
these monthly reports. 

Colonel Livingston need not lack 
for convincing testimony as to the 
universal dissatisfaction throughout 
the south in this respect. Representa- 
tive newspapers from Virginia to 
Texes have been laden with protests 
from the most prominent business 
and cotton men of the section—men 
whose analysis of the gross injury 
done the south has been based on the 
logic of facts, announced only after 
the most mature and conscientious 
investigations. 

The Constitution itself has institut- 
ed a sytematic and comprehensive 
inquiry throughout the cotton belt, to 
test the accuracy of the methods 
whereby the alleged experts of the de- 
partmment of agriculture arrive at 
their conclusion. It went at once to 
the very. core of all possible estimates 
as to the visible or probable supply of 
cotton—the individual reports of gin- 
ners. 

Through these means The Constitu- 
tion has ascertained, beyond perad- 
venture, that hundreds upon hundreds 
of ginneries in the most prolific por- 
tions of the cotton belt had not been 
consulted by the so-called depart- 
ment’s experts, who must, inevitably, 
have guessed at their product or based 
an estimate on totally unofficial in- 
formation. Other evidences of slack- 
ness were abundant, such as to in- 
spire wonder even at the caricature at 
accuracy which the department has 
attained at intervals in the past. 

For these reasons The Constitution 
is heart and soul, with the efforts of 
Colonel Livingston to unsparingly 
probe the sources of government esti- 
mates, expose their flagrant inequal- 
ities and devise farreaching reforms. 

Rather than continue the present 
guesswork system, the people are in 
favor of the entire abolition of cot- 
ton crop estimates of any nature 
whatever. The matter is one of such 
portentous gravity to the south, that 
it is folly to stand back on the pique 
of government officials or be lulled 
into temporary confidence by prom. 
ises of reform at some distant, un- 
named day. 

If Secretary~ Wilson’s department 
wishes its work in this respect to 
bear the stamp of authority and to 
serve the purpose for which it was 
projected, let him take steps to in- 
sure its complete accuracy. Let him 
model his procedure, for instance, on 
the lines pursued by the census bu- 
reau, raking the cotton section with 
a fine tooth comb composed: of the 
most conservative and painstaking 
experts in his employ, and compiling 
and publishing their estimates only 
after a thorough rechecking and in- 
vestigation. Indeed, the work of the 
census bureau can not compare in im- 
portance with the effect now produced 
by the crop estimates of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. If a mistake of 
a few hundreds or thousands is made 
in estimating population, it can be 
corrected later with injury to no one. 
if a similar error is made in the esti- 
mating of the cotton crop, every class 
of population, every branch of indus- 
try in the south is dealt a body blow 
from which it is slow to recover. 

If the department is inseparably 
wedded to its cotton estimates, if it 
deems their publication at the period 
of greatest price sensitiveness indis- 
pensable, let them be published each 
week, instead of each month, so that 
if the shock of revelation must come, 
it will come with a gradual and fore 
warned force, and not with the cumu- 
lative and mysterious fury of four 


weeks. 
Above all, let accuracy be the over- 


dominant part, let them be abolished, 
if the well-being of the class most 
intimately concerned is their object, 
as has been claimed, Such a course 
would be a hundred fold more sensi- 
ble, just and logical than the current 
plan of giving unscrupulous market 
gamblers a lever whereby they can, 
juggle prices at their own sweet will 
and pry the bottom out of the pockets 
of the class most seriously affected 
—the farmer! 


England’s Sea Power. 

The expanding naval establishment 
of the United States and the obvious 
tendency in some quarters to hold up 
England as a naval model for this 
country, makes interesting at this 
juncture a cursory review of the naval 
power of the respective countries and 
an analysis of the interesting evolu- 
tion of the British navy. 

Great Britain, so far as superior 
numbers, tonnage and armament go, 
has had nominal control of the sea 
from a naval standpoint ever since the 
decisive and bloody battle of Traf- 
algar nearly a century ago, when 
Nelson’s name was blazoned across 
English history in luminous letters. 
That quasi-supremacy has been main- 
tained at stupendous cost which may 
only be roughly estimated as leading 
up into the billions, since the cost 
of men-of-war of all classes has in- 
creased arbitrarily and enormously 
with the evolution of the modern type. 

The London Express draws an in- 
teresting parallel between the cost of 
the navies of Nelson’s date and of to- 
day and of the respective naval sta- 
tus of the various world powers then 
and now. A battleship of the first- 
Class at the period of Trafalgar, ex- 
clusive of armament, cost in the vicin- 
ity of $338,000. A modern type of 
war vessel, such as the King Edward 
VII, also exclusive of armament, cost 
about twenty times as much, or $6.,- 
842,560. Another vital comparison is 
in the number of guns employed in 
1803 and today. In the former year 
this averaged about fifty-five to the 
craft, while in 1904 the same relative 
figure is fifteen. The difference is 
of course, explained by the immense 
contrast in range and weight of mis- 
sile. Modern navies now engage in 
combat at a distance of four miles, 
whereas in those days the contending 
vessels were in such close proximity 
that officers and men were often 
picked off by sharpshooters in the rig- 
ging of the opposing ships. The heavi- 
est missile in the days of Nelson 
weighed 65 pounds, while a twelve- 
inch shell today weighs 850 pounds. 

The following table shows the rela- 


‘tive naval strength of the different 


important nations in 1810, only a few 

years after the epochal battle of Traf- 

algar: ;

This table, of course, shows a de- 
cided preponderance in favor of Great 
Britain. That preponderance is ap- 
preciably diminished by the showing 
of today, the best possible classifica- 
tion being given England by the inclu- 
sion of coast-defense ships and doubt- 
less the addition of many vessels 
of an obsolete or inefficient type. To- 
day the navies of the world stand, 
roughly divided, in the following rela- 
tion to each other and Great Britain:

The superiority is still sufficiently 
apparent to bring some comfort to the 
isolated British government. Singly, 
it could meet any hypothetical foe with 
odds overwhelmingly in its favor, 
should it be able to confine hostili- 
ties to the sea. But, to put an extreme- 
ly improbable case, should France and 
the United States, the United States 
and Germany, or, more remote still, 
France and Germany, combine their 
Strength against Great Britain, tue 
outcome would be sealed in doubt, 
provided no other nation threw its 
power on either side of the contest. 
The idea, somewhat prevalent, that 
Great Britain could stand, alone, 
against the entire world, is thus shown 
to be a mad one. 

In estimating naval strength, the 
factor of coast defense cannot. be 
disregarded. In this respect, Grea: 
Britain, the United States, France 
and Germany are generally conced- 
ed to be excellently protected, the 
inclination being to give precedence 
to this country on account of the mo- 
dernity of equipment. A prime influ- 
ence, too, is the personnel and train- 
ing of naval forces, two phases lu 
which the United States has shown 
an invincible superiority. Outside of 
hereditary guides there is no manner 
in whicb these forces in the other 
world-navies may be gauged, since 
none of them, with the exception of 
Japan and Russia have engaged in de- 
cisive warfare since the creation of 
the modern armament. 

If, now, it is still sought to draw 
a parallel between this country and 
England, as an argument for a pon- 
derous American navy, it is only neces- 
sary to point out a few facts to show 
the futility of such an .ttempt. Eng- 
land is a nation of potent, tradi- 
tional enmities, ever threatening to 
break out into open hostilities; the 
United States has few or none of 
these dangerous assets. Wngland is 
a small, isolated nation, the mother 
country being but a fractional part of 
its enormous colonial territory; the 
United States is a tremendous, co- 
hesive power within itself and its over- 


|vea domain sufficiently, compact to,

navy would be spread over a vast area 
and still be unable to afford adequate 
protection ; the United States, in the 
same strait, would be able to concen- 
trate its defense, being open to one 
point of jattack where England is 
probably open to twenty. Thus the 
relative positions and strength of th? 
two nations is totally irreconcilable 
and the tentative crusade for a navy 
as large as England's will have to em- 
ploy more plausible arguments. 


The Canal Estimates, 

In considering the interesting state- 
ment made by Chief Mngineer Wal- 
lace regarding the possibility of a sea 
level canal and its probable cost, it 
should be borne in mind that all the 
estimates of cost of the present chief 
engineer are his by inheritance rather 
than from experience. 

Mr. Wallace makes this clear. His 
statement given the members of the 
congressional committee is highly in- 
teresting in that it verifies the state- 
ment of The OConstitution’s corre- 
spondent concerning the possibility 
of a tide-water or sea level canal and 
as showing, further, that the chief 
engineer believes such a canal can 
be constructed at approximately one- 
third greater cost than the less de- 
sirable ninety-foot summit level canal 
upon which the French company had 
been working; but Mr. Wallace has 
not yet made his formal recommenda- 
tion, nor has he given his own state- 
ment of cost. : 

As Mr. Wallace makes clear, he is 
using the estimates of the commission 
when it recommended the construction 
of the cana] at Panama. He believes, 
though it has not yet been demonstrat- 
ed to his satisfaction, that the cost 
per cubic yard of excavation through 
the great Culebra hill will be very 
considerably under the cost upon 
which the commission based its fig- 
ures, but being a wise and conserva- 
tive engineer, he does not intend mak- 
ing his formal recommendations until 
he has learned for himself how much 
work can be done per day by the class 
of labor upon which he will have to 
depend. 

He will not make fine] recommenda- 
tions declaring the practicability of a 
sea level canal until he satisfies him- 
self of the possibility of diverting the 
waters of the upper VChagres into the 
Pacific; he will not declare himself 
upon the preferability of one type of 
canal over the other, and especially 
upon the great question of relative 
cost, until he has the necessary data 
upon which to make his estimates; in 
other words, he is not going off half- 
cocked. 

Of one thing the American people 
can rest assured. Mr. Wallace has 
accepted the highly responsible posi- 
tion he holds, not to draw a salary, 
but to build a canal. If he is ieft to 
do this great work without being ham- 
|pered by senseless civil service re- 
'striagions or by an ornamental com- 
'mission, he will do it at just as early 
a date, and just as cheaply, as any 
mortal man could do it. 

The canal is not going to be built

The address of President Jordan in full 
is as follows: 


Spot Holders of Cotton. 


Sentiment is changing rapidly in favor 
of better market. The continued refusal 
of farmers to sell their cotton upon the 
present low markets is beginning to have 
its effect in the movement. Port receipts 
are falling behind, no cotton is moving 
at interior points. Port receipts 
are only being ‘held up by rushing cotton 
from the compresses where it was con- 
gested before the heavy drop in prices 
before the 3d of Igecember. Exporters 
are only able to complete their contracts 
for December by reason of their heavy 
purchases in the interior before the gov- 
ernment bureay statistics were issued. 
If the spot market in the interior igs tied 
up for the next ninety days, and the 
farmers determine to reduce the cotton 
acreage for 1906, not less than 25 per 
cent, this fight will be whipped and the 
present hard efforts of the producers will 
be crowned with victory. All Sorts of 
schemes and devices are already being 
manifested by the ‘“‘bear’ element ‘to 
continue its control of the situation. Here 
are some of them. Buyers at many in- 
terior points are offefing farmers $30 per 
bale advances on their cotton without 
interest and agreeing to pay ware-house 
charges for the next ninety days if the 
farmers will give them the control of 
their cotton. This is a_ vicious and 
malicious scheme concocted Yy the buy- 
ers to get the cotton in their control. 
Every farmer who wants to protect him- 
self and the south from the ruinous ef- 
fects of this outrageous proposition is 
earnestly urged to spurn all such propo- 
sitions and steadfastly continue in the 
control of his cotton. Tae exporters will 
soon be out of spot cotton and they can- 
not fil! their contracts with futures. They 
must have the spots, and that is now in 
the hands of the producers. Hold tight 
and don’t give any quarter anywhere 
along the line. 


Mass ““eetings Held.

TO KEEP OUT BOLL WEEVIL # 


Georgia's state board of entomology, 
of which Commissioner O. B. Stevens is 
chairman, has ilald down some stringent 
rules under the powers given it by: the 
act of the last legislature, to prevent 
the introduction of the Mexican boll 
weevil into Georgia. 

These rules apply particularly to ship- 
pers and transportation companies, and 
an inspector will be employed especially 
to see that these regulations are com- 
plied with. 

State Entomologist Newell says the de- 
partment is determined to do everything 
in its power for the protection of the 
cotton planters of the state, and to his 
end it must rely also upon the coopera- 
tion of the people. 

Following is a circular which State 
Entomologist Newell distributed generally 
yesterday to all who are interested and 
which presents the rules and regulations 
which have been laid down by the board 
to the end stated: 

“Atianta, Ga., December 24 1904.— 
Regulations of the Georgia state board 
of entomology, relative to the quarantine 
against the Mexican cotton boll weevil. 
The attention of railroad, steamship and 
express companies and of the general 
public is hereby called to the following 
regulations adopted by the Georgia state 
board of entomology, at a meeting held 
in Atlanta. Ga., November 30, i904. 
These regulations are adopted by au- 
thority of an act of the general assembly 
of Georgia, approved December 20, 1898, 
and said regulations have the force of 
law. 

i. “The shipment into the state of 
Georgia, of loose and baled moss and of 
cotton pickers’ sacks, as well as of cot- 
ton seed, seed cotton, cotton seed hulls, 
cotton lint (in bales or loose), hay, straw 
and oats, from points in the states of 
Texas and Louisiana, is hereby forbjd- 
den, unless such shipments shall be ac- 
companied by the certificate of a state 
or government entomologist to the effect 
that such shipments originated in a lo- 
cality where by actual inspection the 
Mexican cotton boll weevil was not 
found to exist.’’ ; 

2. “Shipments of threshe@d wheat, 
Shelled cow peas and of shelled corn 
into the state of Georgia, from points 
in the states of Texas and Loutsiana 
are hereby absolutely prohibited except 
during the months of July, August and 
September of each year, during which 
three months such shelled corn or cow 
peas or threshed wheat shall be admitted 
without restriction if in tightly closed 
substantial sacks.” 

3. “Shipments of household goods from 


the states of Texas and Louisiana shafl 
be admitted into the state of Georgia, 
only when accompanied by an affidavit by 
the owner or shipper (such affidavit to be 
attached to way bill), stating that none 
of the quarantined articles listed in regue 
lations | and 2 are included in such 
shipment or used as packing for any part 
or all of same.” 

4. “Transportation companies shall im- 


mediately notify the state entomologist 
(Atlanta, Ga.) when by oversight, negi- 
gence or otherwise, any shipments of the 
nature designated in regulations |, 2 and 
8 shall arrive at any atation or wharf 
in this state, without a proper certificate 
or affidavit attached, and it shall be 
the duty of the entomologist to proceed 
as speedily as possible by himself or his 
assistant to investigate such shipments. 
If upon investigation he find such ship- 
ment to be in violation of regulations 1, 
2 or 3 he shall at once order same re- 
moved from this state. Upon failure of 
the owner or shipper to remove sald 
shipment wit pin’ forty-elght hours after 
notice has been sent him bv wire. said 
shipment shall be seized and burned.” 

5. “Shipments of the articles quaran- 
tined against by reculations 1, 2 and 8 
and by an act of the legislature of the 
state of Georgia, approved August 16, 
1904, shall be made through this state 
to points in other states. only when in 
tightly closed hox cars. Such cars shall 
not be opened at any potnt while tn 
transit through the state of Georgia.” 

6. “Shipments of fruit and truck Inte 
this state from points in the states of 
Texas and Louisiana shall not be per- 
mitted only when none of the articles 
mentioned in regulations ! and 2 are 
used in packing same.”’ 

7. “Shipments of live-stock from points 
in the states of Texas and Louisiana into 
the state of Georgia are absolutely pro- 
hibited during the months of October, 
November, December. January, February, 
March, April. May and June of each 
year when ha¥. straw. moss, leaves, 
grass, husks. chaff or cotton seed hulls 
are used as bedding In such cars. Ship- 
ments of live stock shall be permitted 
without restriction during the months of 
July, August and September of each year 
regardless of what materia! is used for 
bedding. and at all times when excelsior 
Or sawdust is used for this purpose.” 

8. “The shipment of nursery stock 
from points in Texas or Louisiana. inta 
the state of Georgia. is hereby prohibited 
when hay, moss, leaves, grass, straw, 
husks, chaff or cotton seed hulls are 
used as packing around or with same.” 
.Full compliance with the above bv 
transportation companies. shippers and 
others. is earnestly requested in order 
that the cotton interests of Georgia may 
be properly guarded against the intro- 
duction of the boll weevil. Very truly

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out reduction in acreage and heavy cur 
tailment in production. The ‘‘bear’’ ele- 
ment in the east does not believe that 
the south has the financial strength or 
manhood to hold cotton longer than two 
or three weeks, and that a heavy break 
will come by the middle of January. 

It may not be generally known among 
our own people, but carefully prgpared 
statistics show that three-fourths of all 
the .leposits in Georgia banks, outside of 
Atlanta and Savannah, belong to the 
credit of Georgia farmers. Three dollars 
out of every four on deposit is farmers’ 
money. What is true of Georgia is also 
true of the other cotton states. Farmers 
can get all the money needed from our 
banks on cotton in storage. But I urge 
farmers to borrow as little money as 
possible. 

Beonomize, do without, and suffer in- 
conveniences for a few months in order 
to prove to the world that the south can 
maintain herself in this fight, and that 
we can prevent the eastern gambler from 
confiscating our property. Thousands of 
farmers can hold their cotton without 
financial help. Help one another in this 
day of temporary depression. The whole 
future of the south is at stake. and we 
must win or go down in everlasting de- 
feat. It is reported that eastern hankers 
are preparing to call fin southern loans 
from atl banks itn the south so as to 
force, If possible, a sudden contraction 
of currency and to force our local] banks 
to force their customers who have bor- 
rowed money on cotton to throw this cot- 
ton on the market. But Wall street no 
longer holds purse strings of southern 
banks, and they can no longer dictate the 
policy of the south’s financial business 
Rut all this enes to show how hard and 
nersictenflv the east fs trvine to continue 
{ts dominion over the south. Show to 
them the true sonthern enrit. and that 
the farmers of the savth have at Tast 
carved out their emancinatfon from the 
evar-like Aominior of Wal atreet 

Listen to No Proposals. 

Tisten to no pronosale from brvers, 
except when thev offer vou 10 cents ner 
nound spot cash for vour cotton. When 
prices advance, sel] your cotton slowly. 
and do not at anv time rush it upon the 
market. Those who are strongest in the 
south had better carry over 2,000,000 
bales of this crop and reduce the acreage 
for next year 50 per cent than sacrifice 
cotton at present prices, which are below 
the cost of production. The Interstate 
cotton convention which is being called 
to meet at New Orleans on January 24, 
25 and 26. will devise ways and means 
for protecting the producers in the fu- 
ture from the ravages of speculation, 
and also a definite plan by which the 
acreage can be positively reduced for 


1905. Every farmer who can attend that 


convention. throughout the south ought 
to do so. The round-trip rate from all 
points east of the Mississipp! will be 
only one fare and a third. I will issue 
certificates of appointment to every 
farmer who desires to attend as a regu- 
larly authorized delegate from his state. 

The head officials of the Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Associations and other agricultural 
organizations in the different cotton 
states also ‘have this authority. Sell no 
cotton for nimety days, and the “bears” 
will be put out of business and the south

Editor Constitution: The cotton plant- 
ers have only to be true to themselves in 
order to obtain for cotton in hand its 
true value per pound—!I0O cents. 

The bears are flattering themselves 
that the planters will weaken. and will 
rush the remainder of the crop to mar- 
ket and dispose of it at the price to 
which the government report. industri- 
ously handled by the former, forced it. 

The bears are confident the planters 
will weaken for the reason that the lat- 
ter lack organization. 

Organization means strength and cour- 
age. There are exceedingly few things 
the cotton producers need more than or- 
ganization. Thes must have it, and 
that right speedily. 

I believe that a large majority of the 
cotton planters recognize this fact, and 
are ready for the movement. 

A more compact organization is need- 
ed. Close up; close up. 

T believe that such an organization will 
be an outcome of The convention, which 
will be held at New Orleans Tuesday, 
January 24, 1905. 

I say “‘an outcome;” for that conven- 
tion will take up and give due consid- 
eration and proper direction to every 
proposition that works really to the ben- 
fit of the cotton producers in particular, 
and the farmer of the south generally. 

Meanwhile, let every farmer, who has 
eotton on hand, sit steady in the Wboat. 
Hola your cotton till prices are restored 
to a level of !0 cents per pound for 
middling. 

Strike hands with your brethren, de- 
termined from this time forth there shall 
be greater community interest through- 
out the rural districts. Community in- 
terest ts the tie. that binds together men 
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In the cities. By that sign they succeed. 
It does not mean that they conspire 
against the ruralites. Not at all. It 
means that they interchange viéws and 
¢eompare notes on the business situation. 
If danger threatens or they are dis- 
criminated against they stand together 
as one man and protect their interests. 

That is exactly what the cgtton pro- 
ducers need to do. I belfeve they are in 
a better frame of mind for thorough 
organization and united action than they 
have ever ‘been. 

Now is the accepted time for organiza- 
tion and the recognition of the value of 
community interest so long neglected. 

I believe the government's guess as to 
the size of the cotton crop is utterly 
wrong. But if the crop should aggregate 
12,000,000 bales middling cotton is worth 
and can be made to command 10 cents 
per pound. 

Just see how the government has been 
guessing at hap-hazard; 

Early in the season the government 
guessed that the acreage planted to cot- 
ton amounted to 31,740,300 acres. This 
indicated a crop, on a basis of the avefre 
age yield per acre 1903 and 1904 of 
11,105,605 bales. Later the government 
discovered an error in the guess, and re- 
duced it, by deducting |!,626,600 acres, to 
80,053,700 and guessed the yield to be 
12,162,000 bales—an average per acre for 
the entire cotton belt of 40-100 of a bale, 
This, too, in the face of the boll weevil 
and the most protracted and wide ex- 
tended drought known in years. 

The fact Is that no one knows any- 
thing, approximating accuracy, about the 
acreage planted to cotton and no one 
but the men who grow the cotton ought 
to know till the crop has been made and 
disposed of. Let the figures go to the 
country and to the world at the close 
of each fiscal year. 

Hold your cotton, Organize and stand 
together. Thus doing, every cotton pro- 
ducer will realN@ the true price of his 
crop.

Rifle cr Shotgun.

CAN IT GET TOO COLD TO SNOW> 
NOT HERE SAYS MR. MARBURY 


F OFECASTER MARBURY, of the 
Atlanta weather bureau, has been 
repeatedly asked if it gets t§o cold 
to snow, as has frequently been asserted. 

‘It’s too cold to snow” has been often 
heard and it was probably the frequency 
of that remark which caused the in- 


bury. 

Mr. Marbury says that in this section 
it never gets too cold to snow and in a 
written statement sets out his reasons for 
that declaration. Here is what the weath- 
er bureau man says: 

“There is always in the air more or less 
invisable moisture called vapor; 
that expands and cold contracts, the 
capacity of the air fur holding moisture 
depends upon the degree of temperature, 
that is, the colder the air thé less mois- 
ture it is capable of holding, hence the 
comparatively light snow falls at cex- 
tremely low temperatures, In the polar 
regions the temperature mgy fall too 
low for snow fall, but in this latitude, 
while it is a common expression that it 
becomes too cold to snow, the cessation 
of snowfall is due to causes explained 
below rather than the degree of temperae 
ture. 

“Snow, like rain, fog or ciouds, ts the 
result of the condensation of the watery 
vapor in the air. The processes which 
produee clouds, ihat is, the cooling of the 
atmosphere may, if continued sufficiently 
long, cause rain or snow. The occurrence 
of rain or its winter equivalent, snow, 
is m most cases the product of cyclonic 
storm areas crossing our country from 
west to east; the only difference between 
the production of rain and snow is the 
temperature at which condensation takes 
place—if condensation occurs at a tem- 
perature above 32 degrees the result will 
be rain, if below 32 snow, hail or sleet. 

“The air about a cyclonic storm area 
is drawn spirally inward from right to 
left toward its center; therefore, in this 
latitude, the winds preceding this storm 
center are from the southeast and south 
and, coming from the gulf or south At- 
lantic, are warm and moisture laden. 
‘rhese warm, moist currents meet colder 
currents from the northwest and conden- 
sation results, usually in the southeast 
quadrant of the storm area. As the cen- 
ter of the main storm passes east the 
winds change gradually to the northwest; 
these northwest winds coming from a 
cold region, over a vast extent of coun- 
try, contain very Httle moisture. This 
dry alr comes from a colder to a warmer 
latitude and inconsequence its capacity 
for holding moisture is increased and 
condensation ceases. To fiustrate more 
clearly, suppose an area of low ba- 
rometric pressure, or a cyclonic. storm, 
to be’ central in northern Texas, The 
Winds of Atlanta will be first from the 
east, and should the track of the storm 
be to the north, they will veer to the 
southeast, south and southwest as the 
center moves toward the Ohio valley. As 
soon as the center passes to the north- 
east our winds will be drawn in from 
the north and northwest; these northwest 
winds, being dry, furnish no moisture, or 
fuel, hence precipitation ceases and clear- 
ing weather follows: 

' ‘The condensafion, rain or enow, ceases 
(on account of the changed conditions 


|rather than the degree of cold. It is true 
| that In the poiar regions the temperature 
goes so low that the moisture is con- 
densed into small ice crystals, but in 
this latitude the temperature does not 
fall too low for snow, but simply the 
dry air coming {fm interrupts the process 
of condensation and precipitation stops 
because of lack of additional moisture. 
In the mere northern latitudes of this 
country snow falls when the tempera- 
ture is considerably below zero, a point 
seldom reached this far south, and one 
of the heaviest snows on record for At- 
lanta fell th Februarv, 1609. when the 
lowest known temperature occurred.”

WILLIFORD GETS 
CHANCE AT LIFE 


Mitchell County Murderer Is 
Given Respite Until 
January 13, 


Governor Terrell yesterday granted a 
respite until Friday, January 138, to 
Whitley Williford, colored, who was sen- 
tenced to be hanged today in Mitchel] 
county for the murder of a young white 
man named Harmon West. 

The reason for granting the 1#-spite was 
to give the prison commission an oppor- 
tunity to investigate the case wih a 


liford’s punishment should be commuted 
to life Imprisonment. 

Judge Spence, before whom Williford 
was tried. and Solicitor General Wooten, 
who prosecuted him, both wrote the gov- 
ernor that jin their opinion the case “‘is 
one that deserves being reviewed by the 
governor for the purpose of determining 
whether the record presents such a case 
as will justify the extreme penalty of 
the law for the offense of murder, or 
whether it would be In the interest of 
justice and humanity to commute said 
sentence under the pardoning power vest- 
ed in the executive to one of lMe im- 
prisonment.”’ 

The judge and solicitor taking that view 
of the case, Governor Terrell considered 
that it should by all means be {nvesti- 
gated before the sentence is executed. 

Williford was an escape from a mis- 
demeanor chaingang. A man named Cox, 
son of a justice of the peace, said to have 
been sworn In as a bailiff for the pur- 
pose of making this arrest, and Harmon 
West, a young white man, locat#d Willi- 
ford and went to arrest him. Williford 
fired upon them and killed Weé@t and 
wounded Cox. An effort was made to 
lynch Williford, and Tt was found neces- 
sary to call out a battalion of troops 
under Major R. L. Wylly to prevent mob 
violence during his trial at @amilla. Arter 
Williford had been convicted and sen- 
tenced he was sent for safe keeping to 
Thomas county jail. The supreme court 
affirmed the sentence of the court be- 
low, and Williford was to have been 
hanged today. Governor Terrell yester- 
Gay wired the sheriff of Mitchell county 
to postpone the execution and await the 
official order by mail. An effort will 
doubtless be made to show the. prison 
commission that Williford’s cWme was 
rather one of voluntary manslaughter 
than murder. This was the line of the 
defense upon his trial. 

The prison commission will meet early 
in January for the consideration of this 
and other cases, among them that of for- 
mer State Senator W. P. Dodd, who is 
serving a two vears’ sentence for em- 
bezzlement and for whom a pardon has 
been asked.

One of the officials was seen yesterday 
and stated that just at this particular 
time it would be impossible to say how 
many packages had been handled and 
any estimate might be far from right. 
But this same official emphasized the 
fact that so far as previous years was 
concerned the record for Atlanta in an 
express way was made during the days 
just preceding Christmas, 1904. 

“IT don’t know just how to account for 
it," he continued, ‘“‘except to say that 
the city of Atlanta is growing faster 
than most of us appreciate, and also that 
there seems to be plenty of money in 
the south. You see it is just at times 
like Christmas that we have a chance to 
take the temperature of Atlanta both 
from a population and a financial point 
of view. And each time this tempera- 
ture ig taken it proves the growth of 
the city. Besides this, the rush just 
ended was not only the largest but the 
increase over previous years was also 
greater, 

“We had to increase our force more 
than any other year and even then we 


had just all we could do to handle the 
business, but we got it out, and you can 
see this morning that the big rush is 
over. If our work and the number of 
packages we have haq to deliver counts 
for anything, this must have been a 
very. merry Christmas for just about 


every one in Atlanta. Another feature 
which helped up greatly was the fact 
that so many people shipped their boxes 
earlier than usual. This helped much in 
preventing congestion, but it certainly 
made busy days for the last ten days 
or two weeks.”’

That any of them will join Walthour 
fn an attempt at outlaw racing is not 
believed by the National Cycling Asso- 
ciation authorities, as not only all the 
riders, but practically all the tracks as 
well, are under the control of the Na- 
tional Cycling Association, and none of 
the track owners would risk the penalties 
which would be certain to be imposed 
in case they should permit or autfiorize 
racing. 

‘‘Walthour’s defiant attitude and ut- 
terances are not improving his situa- 
tion,”’ said a promfnent local cycling of- 
ficial today, ‘“‘and the loss of an entire 
gseason’s work will put him se far behind 
in the sport that he will find it exceed- 
ingly difficult to regain his former posi- 
tion.” 

‘Walthour understands this so well 
that it is more than likely he will aban- 
don cycling permanently and enter busi- 
ness in Atlanta, as it is understood he 
hag opportunities of doing long before 
his year’s suspension expires.
